A narrative 
which rests on the report of only one or two 
Gospels seems regarded as inferior in autho 
rity to those which are common to three or 
four. A learned writer informs us in his 
that there is more historic value than 
might have been expected in the Evangelical 
narratives; another throws grave doubts on 
one of the most important miracles because it 
is only contained in one Gospel, and because 
there are some difficulties in seeing why the 
others should have omitted it. Another pro 
poses to avoid a difficulty of interpretation by 
suggesting that lapse of time may have 
the writer's remembrance of our Lord's words. 
It is imperative to insist upon the truth that 
all such suggestions are imcompatibile with the 
view of the Gospels which was held in the 


Church always believes, was inspired to exhibit 
a special view of our Lord's character and 
office, and the distinctions between them were 
not the mere result of varying human capacities 
or iti but were controlled and 
directed by Divine superintendence. Con- 
sequently the authority of the narratives of 
St. Matthew, St. Mark, St. Lake, and St. John 
is distinct from that of their sources, and is 
superior to it. Even in human history the 
narrative of a great historian may be more 
valuable than that of the sources has con- 
sulted, because he has sifted them, and we have 
the advantage of his judgment of them. But 
the authority of the Evangelical narratives, if 
believe, under the special 
guidance of the Spirit of God, must be in a 
far higher degree superior to that of the human 
memorials and memories which may have been 
used in them. 

Unless, therefore, the uniform belief of the 
Christian Church in early ages has been un- 
founded, we have in the Scriptures both of the

Report the Alliance Deputation 
Sweden and Denmark. 


Tue deputation from the Evangelical Alliance to 
Sweden, Denmark, and Germany has been marked 
by very special manifestations of Divine favour and 
blessing. The delegates, consisting of the Rev. W. 
Fuller Gooch, Lieut.-Colonel Roberts, and Mr. H. 
Martyn Gooch (General Secretary of the Evangelical 
Alliance), left England on April 6th and returned 
on the 25rd inst., full of thankfulness for the results 
accomplished, and for the hearty reception given to 
them in all countries visited. The aim of the visits 
was to encourage further development of Alliance 
principles and work in connection with the Swedish 
and Danish branches, and to co-operate with local 
representatives in spiritual work already in progress 
in connection with Alliance movements. 

Arriving at morning, 


April 8th, the delegates were met at 
the rail- way station and warmly 
welcomed by H.H. Prince Oscar 
Berna- dotte and representatives 
of the vanous Churches in Stock- 
holm. A reception meeting, most 
kindly arranged by Prince Berna.

quently held at 12.30 p.m., 
being attended by many of 
the leading pastors and

deputation being commended to God im earnest 
prayer, representing several languages. At 2.30 
p.m., Rev. W. Fuller Gooch gave the first of a series 
of Bible readings at the Y.M.C.A. These were in 
the English language, being largely attended, and 
affording an opportunity for special fellowship, 
which was felt by all to be very real and deep. A 
subsequent programme, comprising twelve meetings 
in five days, included meetings in some of the 
largest churches of the city, including Kingsholmen 
(State Church), Blasieholms Church (Lutheran), 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Betelskappeliet 
(Baptist), Florakyrkan, and Immanuel’s Kyrkan, 
the largest church in Stockholm. 

On all occasions large audiences gathered to 
hear the addresses given, which were most ably 
interpreted by Pastor Ogren, of Upsala, and 
Dr. Karl Fries, Secretary of the Y.MC.A. On one 
occasion (Immanuelkyrkan) the audience numbered 
close on 3,000 people, while at every meeting there 
was abundant evidence of deep interest in the 
objects of the Mission, and many expressions of 
desire for furtherance of Alliance principles and 
work throughout Sweden. 3 

On Friday afternoon, April 1oth, the hall of the 
Y.W.C.A. building was crowded with upwards of 
200 students and ministers, who had been privately 
invited to meet the deputation. This proved to 
be a meeting of peculiar interest and power. The 
General Secretary (Mr. H. M. Gooch) gave the 
first address, dealing with the work of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance as it affects the various Churches. 
and detailing its present important mission in 
England and various lands. Rev. W. Fuller Gooch 
followed with an address on “ The Requirements 
of a Successful Ministry,” and Colonel Roberts 
closed with earnest words inciting to Evangelistic 
endeavour for the salvation of souls.

Referring to the Resolution, Lord Kinnaird said 
that one of the great things needed in London is a 
central Alliance building, a home for Evangelical 
truth, and a hall in which to hold such meetings 
as the present gathering. He thought the experi- 
ence of the past few days, with the Albert Hall and 
other large buildings crowded, showed that interest 
in the extension of the Redeemer’s kingdom was 
not falling off. He rejoiced in, and warmly ap- 
proved of, the idea of an Alliance House in London. 
such as the Christian Union buildings in Glasgow 
and Dublin, where they could welcome their Chris. 
tian brethren from the provinces and abroad. Lord 
Kinnaird then referred feelingly to the death of 
many friends of the Alliance, amongst them Count 
von Bernstorff, Lord Overtoun—a most princely 
giver to all good work, and to whom the Chris 
tian Union buildings in Glasgow would be a last. 
ing memorial—the Hon. and Rev. E. V. Bligh, 
and Professor Charteris. They had been much 
cheered, the Chairman continued, by the wonder- 
fully imereased blessing manifested during the 
Universal Week of Prayer, and he thought the 
large attendances abroad should cause searching 
of heart amongst Christians in England. 

The Resolution, after being seconded by Mr. 
Martin John Sutton (in an address printed on 
another page), was carried with acclamation. 

As a member of the deputation recently sent by 
the Alliance to Sweden and Denmark, Rev. W. 
Fuller gave an-account of inipressions 
then made on his mind concerning present 
conditions and tendencies of religious life in these 
countries. 


In the absence of the Rev. J. D. Kilburn (who, 


we regret to say, had met with an accident, But 
is now recovering), Mr. John R. Kilburn gave a 
highly imstructive address on “Open Doors for 
Alhance Work in Russia.” The entire address 
appears on another page. 

The closing devotional address, by General 
E. Owen Hay, C.B., was a fitting conclusion to 
this memorable meeting. General Hay took our 
thoughts to the abiding Person and Presence of 
Christ, and pointed out, with deep feeling, the 
source of the power in which all work is to be 
done—the realization of the presence of the risen, 
living Lord in the midst. 

After a brief message from our Hon. Treasurer, 
Mr. W. H. Seagram, embodying a vote of thanks 
to the Chairman and the speakers, the company 


adjourned to another room for tea and light 
refreshments.

Address given at our Sixty-first Annual Conversazione.

IN seconding the above Resolution (proposed by 
Lord Kinnaird), Mr. Marti John Sutton said — 


When Mr. Gooch sent me an invitation from 
your Council to speak this afternoon I begged to 
be excused, as | am no platform speaker, but when 
he urged me to say a few words only | could hardly 
refuse, although I certainly had no thought of seeing 
my name down to second this important resolu. 
vom. It has, however, been so ably moved by 
Lord Kinnaird that | shall do no more than men- 
tion a few reasons | have noted down as, in my 
opinion, justifying its adoption by acclamation. 


The Report. 

The first note of the report is one of praise, and 
our thankfulness to God for so graciously and 
manifestly using this Alliance in the past will in- 
deed be great if we realize the very important 
responsibilities He has committed to us and the 
unique opportunities thus afforded us. The annual 
call © prayer, which it is the privilege of the Alliance 
to send out, has been the means of bringing into a 
world’s circle of prayer evéry Evangelical denomi- 
nation of Christians in existence. If it had done 
nothing else, the Alliance would thus have more 
than justified its claim to our support, but when 
we remember all its invaluable work in the allevia. 
tion of persecution and the opening of the prisons 
to them that were bound, and in proclaiming the 
acceptable year of the Lord, we may indeed well 
thank God and take courage. 


The foreign work of the Alliance is of peculiar — 


interest and increasing value. The efforts put 
forth to obtain the release of those imprisoned for 
Christ’s sake in Turkey and elsewhere have been 
for years past largely successful as a result of the 
wisdom shown in keeping clear of all political 
complications during negotiations carried on with 
foreign Governments, with the one object of secur- 
ing liberty to worship God according to the dictates of 
each individual conscience. Again, not content with 
holding meetings for the re-affirmation of Funda- 
mental Truth at various centres, the Council have 
maugurated a new Tractarian Movement, which, 


if only half as successful as the old Tractarian 
Movement was harmful, will prove of ummense 
value, especially in influencing the younger men 
and women who are secking instruction in the 
faith of their fathers. We are greatly indebted 
to these theologians who have come forward to 
provide such sound teaching in such a popular 
form, and the reception these tractates have re- 
ceived, not merely in this country but throughout 
the world, has been most encouraging. These, 
however, are only a few of the activities of the 
Alliance which are covered by the Report of this 
year, and I will leave others to deal with them 
later. I will myself rather allude to the great 


importance of the fact that all this work is a 


superstructure on a basis or foundation absolutely 
reliable. 


The Alliance Basis. 


In these days when, alas! the Churches are so - 


taken up with social questions as to too yenerally 
ignore their first duty—the preaching of the Gospel 
—the Basis of the Alliance becomes each year of 
greater value, as accentuating the Scriptural 
character of the Alliance, and confining its energies 
within the limits of a charter, for the possession of 
which we cannot be too thankful. The solemn 
declaration of our Basis on such vital truths as the 
utter depravity of human nature, the incarnation 
and atonement of the Son of God, the immortality 


of the soul, and eternal happiness and eternal - 


punishment, was never more valuable than at the 
present time. Ought we not to thank God for an 
Alliance which thus holds up the bapner of the 


trath. of these eternal verities ? 


I noted with interest in the leading article of 
that splendid issue of the Record last week a 
recognition of the fact that all is not well with 
Evangelical religion, notwithstanding the outward 
success of the May meetings. The Editor asks why 
our great missionary societies are appealing in vain 
for the funds they need? I believe it to be because 
the old views on the raison d'éire of missions no 
longer obtain, at least to the same degree. We 
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used to be appealed to to send the Gospel message 
jo the heathen as the only means of saving their 
souls. Now, in these days of Boards of Missions, 
the suggestion that the heathen will be lost unless 
they individually accept Christ is considered 
shockingly out of date, and a corporate adoption of 
Christianity of some ecclesiastical character is the 
object in view. It is not surprising that such an 
object is inadequate to reach the heart of the giver, 
as it is certainly unsuccessful in appealing to his 
pocket. It was only recently | heard a well-known 
Evangelical clergyman, so called, in a speech ata 
missionary meeting, say that the appeal now made 
for missionary work was entirely different from 
what it was even twenty years ago. Then it was 
to save individual heathens from being lost. Now, 
he said, such dreadful ideas had been altogether 
abandoned, and Christianity was offered to heathen 
nations for adoption as nations, because Western 
civiluation was incompatible with the religions 
which had served them more or less adequately 
hitherto. There certainly seems to be work for the 
Alliance to do in such times as these ' 


The Higher Criticiem. 


The testimony of the Alliance as to the Divine 
inspiration, authority, and sufficiency of Holy Scrip- 
ture has always been clear and plain, and the value 
of this testimony is more clearly demonstrated year 
by year as one Church after another approximates 
to the views of the Higher Critics and degrades 
the Bible to something less than the inspired 
Word of God. The founders of the Evangelical 
Alliance could have had little idea sixty years ago 
that Evangelical Christianity would to so large a 
degree depart from the faith which our Basis 
summarizes, and we must sorrowfully admit that 
it would be impossible if that Basis had to be 
re-settled now to obtain for it the unanimous 
support of the Evangelical Churches of the present 
day. But, thank God, it is still a shibboleth which 
remains a bond betwzen individual members of 
the true Church of Christ, even if no longer 
generally accepted by modern Christianity. We 
are only now witnessing a state of things foreseen 
by Charles Haddon Spurgeon as certain to de. 
velop from what he termed the “ Down-grade 
Movement.” He was laughed to s€orn then, but 
we now see how accurately he gauged the real 
trend of popular opinion on religious questions. 
The necessity for putting first things first and 
keeping them there never needed to be more in: 
sisted on than at present. The attempt to reach 
the soul by first, making clean the outside of the 
cup and platter will bring down the same woe upon 
the Churches’ as on the Pharisees of old. The 
Churches are so occupying themselves with social™ 


questions, and are %o fully employed by the prince 
of this world in improving his kingdom by schemes 
of philanthropy, that they have no time or energy 
left for preaching the Gospel of the kingdom of 
Christ, which is not of this world, and can never 
be advanced by carnal methods. The Gospel 
message is adapted to the case of the vilest and 
most miserable, and the suggestion that it must be 
preceded by measures of social reclamation is not 
only dishonouring to the Saviour, but is a method 
which so exactly ministers to the fatal desire of 
men to save themselves or claim a share in their 
own salvation, that such teaching is probably the 
greatest hindrance existing at the present time to 
the acceptance of a personal Saviour able to save 
to the uttermost by faith alone. The fact announced 
in the Bible Society’s Report that less Bibles have 
been sold this year in England, although it may 
be open to partial explanation, is painfully sign'- 
ficant of a well-recognized symptom. We are 
sending Bibles all over the world, but we are not 
reading the Bible. We are dispensing the Bread 
of Life to heathen nations, but are not feeding on 
it ourselves. We are sending out preachers of the 
Gospel to the ends of the earth, but.a real Gospel 
message from our pulpits at home is less and less 
heard. 


Christian Co-operation. 

Other changes have come about in the past sixty 
years which make the Evangelical Alliance even 
more necessary than when it was founded. The 
members of all the Evangelical Churches were then 
heartily working together in societies, such as the 
Y.M.C.A., the London City Mission, the Bible 
Society, aad those other important undenomina- 
tional organizations which received such develop- 
ment under the leadership of the great Lord 
Shaftesbury. Christians were constantly brought 
into touch with members of other Churches with 
the best possible resulis not only to the work of 
God generally, but to the welfare of their own 
souls. Of late years, those great undenominational 


_ Societies can barely hold their own because’ 


Christians are divided up into the water-tight 
compartments of their own particular denomina- 
tions, and it is looked upon as disloyal to those 
denominations to spend time or money on outside 
effort. It may be possible still to engineer a great 
meeting for these outside objects in London, but 
those who have the responsibility of organizing in 
the country know well the exceeding difficulty 
there is in securing the support of the Evangelical 
clergy.or Free Church ministers for undenomina- 
tional efforts or missions, and the consequent im- 


’ possibility of reaching their congregations. if 


united action is thas increasingly difficult, how 
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specially valuable must be an Alliance whose very 
raison d tre vs the promotion of Evangelical unity, 
and how thankfully we ought to support it. The 
blessing of God is, 1 believe, specially vouchsafed 
to umsted work for Christ, because such work has a 
testimony to the world which no denominational! 
effort can produce. Our Lord specially prayed: 
“ That they all may be one ; as Thou, Father, art 
in Me, and | in Thee, that they also may be one in 
Us; that the world may believe that Thou hast 
sent Me.” While we are only interested in the 
advancement of our own particular cause, the 
worlding is not impressed, but when he sees us 
coming together with the one object of advancing the 
Redeemer's Kingdom, he takes knowledge of us that 
we have been actuated by mutual love to Christ 
Himeelf. If there is likely m the future to be less 
and less of united effort amongst the Churches, 
and mission work at home and abroad becomes 
increasingly denominational, then we may well 
determine that, God helping us, we will so enlarge 
the bounds and strengthen the stakes of the 
as to secure the provision of a rallying place and 
world’s centre of Evangelical thought and power 
for service. Last year’s Diamond Jubilee gathering 
sufficiently indicated the great opportunities the 
Alliance possesses, and while we thank God for 
what He has enabled it to be and to do in the past 
sixty years of its existence, we must believe there 
are far larger possibilities in the future, and a stil! 
greater spiritual heritage which we are called to go 
in and occupy for our Master. 


The Passing of Exeter Hall. 

The Evangelical Alliance should be the greatest 
world-wide organization for the promotion of love 
and perfect union amongst true Christians. To 
ensure this, it is necessary that its organization at 
_ the centre should be greatly improved, and that it 
should be properly housed. Evangelical Christians 
are practically homeless at present in this great 
metropolis, the centre of the religious life of the 
world. The loss of Exeter Hall has been the 
greatest blow to Evangelical religion which has 
ever befallen it here. It was left for a politician to 


remind us the other day of the real worth to the 


nation of all that Exeter Hall stood for in the eyes 
of the public, and we are only beginning to realize 
_ the stunning blow Evangelical religion has sus- 
tained by its loss and its conversion to uses s© 
unworthy. May meetings in concert halls co.» 
never be quite the same as when held under that 
historic roof with all its sacred associations. 
Exeter Hall was the consecrated citadel of the 
Evangelical cause, and its surrender at this critical 
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Exeter Hall is no more, God's truth cannot be 
shaken and still remains. 

It appears probable that (,od will now confer on 
the Evangelical Alliance the high honour and duty 
of providing a fitting shrine for the Ark of the 


Covenant, a place where the old doctrines uf grace 
may ever be held dear, and a place io which 
believers in all lands may look for that support 
and mutual fellowship which will increasingly 
need as the New Theology and Christian Science, 
faisely so called, together with sacerdotal “ready 
develop Antichrist himself. An a 
referred to has ee sent out under t 
ing, “ The Passing of Exeter Hall,” the ac bead. 
wired would hardly perhaps be forthcoming 
un it had been made so clear that it will be 
spent not merely in providing offices for the 
Alliance, but to secure a centre for Evangelical 
a cr in trust in such a way as to make 
it impossible for the building to be ever alienated 
from such purpose and use. It is to be hoped that 
no money will be asked for or accepted from any 
person who is not in entire sympathy with our 
Scriptural charter, so that there may be no 
misunderstanding in future years as to the objects 
for which the building was founded, or possibility 
of its being prostituted to other uses. 


New Alliance Headquarters. 


We cannot hope to erect another great Exeter 
Hall, but we can secure such a building in this 
neighbourhood as will contain a room (perhaps on 
the scale of the old Lower Exeter Hall), where 
that inner circle of Christians of all denominations 
who hold the Scriptural doctrines which our Basis 
attempts to define may come together for such 
mutual encouragement and loving intercourse and 
—_ action as will certainly be sorely needed 

present heresies develop. We trust the 
Altisace when once it has found a home will 
become a much more influential ization than 
hitherto, and will make its voice lovingly but firmly 
heard on every question affecting vital religion in 
this country and abroad.

this time of religious crisis in Rossia. The first is 
for Native Evangelists. | call this a time of 
crisis. What has rendered the term appropriate’ 
The establishment ef Keligious Liberty. Since 
the tome of eter the Great down to 1905, it 
has been the chief concern of the Orthodox 
hierarchy to find exterior means that would keep 
the people within the bounds of a Church which 
had lost all hold of them. | do not want to 
say one word against the (reek Confession 
of Fath, it is to a great extent Nicean and 
beautiful, but the Church in Kussia is dead. Its 
ceremonies do not appeal to the people, and its 
priests inspire no confidence. The Russian 
character is described by those who have studied 
it as being very religious. Where are the ignorant 
people to get that for which their heart yearns? 
In the churches they have for centuries bowed 
before cold ikons. They have kissed the silver 
covers of the Word of God, week after week, 
without hearing of its message to their hearts. 
Nicanor, Bishop of Cherson, writes in one of his 
reports 

“I cam testify that the priests teach the people 
as far as mea can do tt who know next to nothing 
themselves, who read next to nothing, who hardly 
subscribe to any papers, and who possess hardly 
any sermons. In fact, when they preach, their 
sermons are usually wearisome, dry, and aimless.” 
Describing the ordinary service in his diocese, he 


says : “Good God, to have to listen to this for 


hours, the intellect, the ear, the nerves, and the 
heart must suffer, and our poor nation has been 
suffering thus for centuries!” At another place 
he says: “For every one man in my diocese who 
has a partial know'edge of the doctrines of Chris- 
tianity, there are more than one hundred in 
absolute darkness, to whom every ikon is a god.” 
The learned priest Rojdestvensky savs: “The 
Russian peasant is still ignorant of all the funda- 
mental truths; his heart is still as a /aéu/a rasa, 
on which any one can inscribe what he chooses.” 
Hitherto, the iron law that hedged them round 
prevented them from seeking the truth elsewhere. 
Now they are at liberty to seek it wherever they 
hke, and to listen to any one who appears to

preach it Herein lies the crisis. How are we to 
face the situation? Are we to sleep and let the 
enemy sow bis tares? He has begun bis work 
already. 

In European Russia there are fifteen million 
Mohammedans. Unlike many so-called Christians, 
every Moslem is more or less of a missionary, and 
the propaganda for Mahomet that has commenced 
in Russia is too great to be imagined. In a recent 
letter, Baron Nicolay made mention of some Fin- 
nish tribes in the interior who number about three 
million souls, and said: “ Unless the Christians 
face the question aright, every one of them will be 
a Moslem within ten years.” The Roman Catholic 
Church, too, has sent out a great number of 
missionaries, aod last year, when | visited Bohemia, 
| heard the priests of Prague—whose Archbishop 
is the patron of a special missionary society for 
Russia——urge their congregations to assist m the 
enterprise by their prayers and their gifts. The 
Jews, too, have started a surprising activity, and 
have won large numbers of proselytes in many 
towns ; even the Kareans, a sect of Judaism, have 
won numerous families to what is known as the 
“Old Abramic" faith, in the province of Viatkat 
This fact is mentioned im a recent report by the 
Governor of that proviace. | have heard—from 
sources which have always been trustworthy— 
that fifty families in the province of Nijni Nov- 
gorod have requested permission to return to 
the worship of the old Russian Thor—Perun, 
the God of Thunder. The spiritual unrest im 
Russia is evidently quite as great as the political, 
and the people are as sheep without a shepherd. 
During the recent conference in Sweden | had 
the opportunity of meeting several Russian evan- 
gelists. They were overworked, and had been 
forbidden by the doctors to go on with their 
activities ; but they said they must go on, for they 
are like men reaping in a field before a pending 
thunderstorm. They described to me how 
they get invitations from many places at a time. 
Wherever they go crowds are waiting. The people 
throw aside their work and flock around them. 
They often have to go into a field for lack of other 
accommodation, and the people stand drinking in 
the Water of Life sometimes till 2 and 3 o'clock in 
the morning. The evangelists regularly have to 
plead with them, “ We. are dying for want of rest, 
dear brothers, do let us sleep a little.” And the’ 
people answer, “ Have you come here to sleep? | 
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We have never heard of this before, and to- 
morrow you will have to go. De you really want 
to sleep?” This scene is repeated with little 
variation wherever they go. 

The first need, | said, is for Native Evangelists. 
Foreigners can, at best, work among a very limited 
class. Experience has shown that they fail to 
reach the masses, and there are plenty of native 
evangelists who could ge out, but there are none to 
support them. This is an open door before the 
Alliance. And there would be no difficulty in 
finding the men, for the names of more than 200 
priests could easily be procured, who have been 
unfrocked for preaching evangelical doctrines, and 
who are now more or less destitute, having given 
up all’ for conscience’ sake. 

Il. The second need is for Conferences. 

Russia is the hotbed of Sectarianism. This may 
be due to various causes and may be explained 
from an ecclesiastical an ethnological and a geo- 
graphical standpoint. No doubt the numerous 
nationalities, the ignordnce of the people, and the 
isolation of many groups of villages in the vast depth 
of the Russian forests, present conditions which 
favour the growth of sects. Not only are nearly 
all the early Christians schismatics, such as 
Rosicurcians and Gnostics, represented in Russia, 
but the most curious errors and the most fantastic 
dreams have become the tenets of hundreds and of 
thousands. 

There are SA/shelniti, who cannot pray uniess a 
single shaft of light fall on their heads ; there are 
the ascetic AMfarianisi, who sleep in coffins ; there are 
Lestadians, Christians, whose rites resembie those 
of the howling Dervishes of the East ; there are 
the Morelshishiki, who seek to attain the kingdom 
of Heaven by burning themselves alive ; and there 
are the Sezsmertaiz, who hold that they are im- 
mortal. I could describe thirty sects myself, bat 
there are many more, and according to the lowest 
statistics their adherents number thirteen millions. 
In spite of their strange views, even their enemies 
agree that they are the best material in Russia. 
Their errors are due to lack of teaching. In 
Britain there are 155 elementary scholars per 
1,000 of the population. There are only twenty-one 
in Russia, and some years ago in the important 
ecclesiastical province of Kiev there was only one 
scholar for 1,050 people. 

Our sympathies ought to be on their side when 
we know that they are living according to their 
light, and that they'are ready to suffer anything 
that may be laid on them on behalf of their faith. 
For twenty -five years Pobjedonostzeff tried to bring 
all the might of the Empire to béar on them to 
annihilate them. They were fined ruinously ; they 


were banished without trial to the shores of the 


Arctic Ocean ; their children were taken away ; 
their marnayes were nullifed ; the drunken peasantsy 
were set to hunt them, and they were denied all 
legal protection ; yet, in spite of all, Pobjedonostzeff 
had to acknowledge to the Emperor towards the 
end of his life that his efforts had been in vain, and 


_ that the sectarians in Russia were more numerous 


than ever. 

At present the granting of religious liberty has 
changed the situation, but it has brought with "a 
terrible danger that hai to be faced by us. Most 
of those whose earnestness leads them to be ready 
to lay down their lives for what they regard as the 
Truth, are equally ready to persecute any who 
oppose that Truth, and | have heard from eye- 
witnesses that they have Segus to do so mos! 
fiercely. For instance, the Afal/jowanisi, mystics. 
living in the South of Russia, say that however much 
they have had to suffer from the Orthodox clergy, 
they have not suffered less at the hands of their 
Kaptist neighbours'* Most of these people think 
that being children of (od they are so completely 
under His guidance, that whatever comes into their 
minds is a Divine inspiration. This leads to much 
disorder. I could point to several instances where 
men, quite recently, thinking that the Holy (host 
spoke through them, stirred up strange movements 
amongst their adherents, resulting in great loss of 
life, destruction of churches, and collision with the 
milttary. 

At present the door is open for the Alliance to 
promote mutual understanding. and true under- 
standing of Christianity. If these people are not 
taught in ume, that door may be closed again. 
Noble and sincere as they are, their lack of judg- 
ment is likely to endanger the whole cause of 
Christianity, and may lead the Government to take 
back its grant of religious freedom. ! wish | had 
time to mention the wonderful results that a few 
small conferences have already shown. The situa- 
tion is grave, but in no sense hopeless; and if the 
Alliance helps in arranging more of these small 
conferences—they must be small, for large ones 
are dangerous in the beginning —there is no doubt 
that many of the vast native energies that are at 
present mutually destructive, may be guided into 
channels of usefulness and blessing. 

Ill. The third vital and all-embracing need is 
for Christian Literature. 

The situation in Russia with regard to books is 
unigue and sad. Under the well-organized direc- 
tion of revolutionary propaganda atheistical books 
have been translated from many Nicolette and

lichen Orien{, Berlin, 1904. 
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thousands, and tens of thousands, have been 
smuggled into the country. To their infivence 
may be ascribed the unparalleled prevalence of 
atheism among the educated classes. Pseudo- 
scientific books, which have done damage all over 

Europe, till their arguments were overthrown and 
they were cast aside as antiquated, are proclaiming 
their false doctrines in the Russian Empire with 
none to give them the lie; and the writings of 
Renan, Strauss, Nietzsche, Hardtmann, Herbert 
Spencer, Ingersoll, &c., are regarded by the vast 
numbers of their readers as the last word of 
science and philosophy. In order to counter- 
act the nefarious influence of these books, the 
Government have set sundry professors and 
churchmen to write apologetic and other works to 
answer them ; most of these productions, however, 
are too laborious and dogmatic to find many 
readers. In the country districts, too, millions of 
socialistic tracts have been scattered broadcast. 
Six or seven years ago the only religious literature 
that was accessible to the common people consisted 
of legends of the saints. These legends were even 
worse than those of mediaeval Europe, and were 
full of tales of the most absurd and unreasonable 
miracles, the coarsest jokes, and the most indecent 
adventures. As the first step to better things, 
these monkish pamphlets have been as. far 4s 
possible recalled and destroyed by the State, such 
had been their quality. Now the common people 
have hardly anything to read, and what they have 
cannot be regarded as being cither mentally ‘or 
spintually helpful. 

Surely there is an open door for the Alliance, to 
provide an antidote to the poison that is being 
poured out over Russia. Think of an Empire of 
140,000,000 souls with ten universities and 16,000 
University students,* having hardly a book to 
reconcile Christianity and science, hardly a book 
to guide a preacher, and hardly any popular 
Christian literature. 

The Alliance can help to remedy this evil in 
three ways. 

(1) It can help to establish reading-rooms or 
libraries in towns and villages. This is such an 
important work that an Orthodox gentleman, 
M. Makushin, is said to be giving 25,000 roubles 
annually for thé purpose. Such libraries could 
partly be stocked with some admirable Russian 
books by men like Prof. Ostaffieff, late head of the 
Russian Bible Society, Prof. Solovjoff, Father

Petroff, and others, books which are too large to be 
spread very widely and too dear to be bought by 
many ; also with translations of some of the works 
of men like Keith, Pearson, Drummond, Prof. Orr, 
Prof. Sayce, &c. 

(2) By translating terse and sound scientific 
and apologetic pamphlets hike the admirable series 
now being issued through the Alliance Tractarian 
Movement, or the pamphlets on Christianity by 
von Gerdtell and others, and spreading them 
amongst students, and among the educated classes 
in general through Christian booksellers. 

(3) By circulating illustrated and andenomina- 
tional periodicals and popular tracts, by means of 
evangelists and Christian workers, among the 
masses of the people. The Children’s Special 
Service Mission Has already begun a splendid 
work in this way, and it promises to be fraught with 
great results. 

Russia needs the Evangelists ; it needs the Con- 
ferences ; but it needs the Literature more than 
either of these. Whatever doubts might come con- 
cerning fAem, none can come as to the usefulness 
of the literature. judiciously chosen, it ought to 
assist and guide those who belong to the Free 
Denominations, as well as those who, remaining 
in the Orthodox Church, seek to waken it to new 
life. tt wught to be a light to those who are 
struggling in intellectual perplexity, and it ought to 
be a shield and a defence against the envenomed 
shafts of infidelity and anarchism. [If it is true, as 
one of the ancients has said, that werds of a certain 
kind may destroy many flourishing States, then it 
is equally true that words of an opposite kind may 
save a great State from destruction.

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Persecution and Famine in Armenia.

“ he Secretary, Evangelical Alliance. 

“ Dear Sir,—Please pardon me that through 
stress of circumstances | have been unable to write 
you earlier, in grateful acknowledgment of the 
kind and most timely help sent by the Alliance for 
earthquake and famine sufferers. Your hearty 
sympathy and generous aid for destitute and suffer- 
ing humanity calls forth the blessings of multitudes, 
and it is pathetic to listen as they invoke God's 
richest reward to rest on their benefactors. 

“Had not help Deen sent in response to appeals 
for the poor people here, | hardly know how it 
would have been possible for us to have held on in 
this remote field, where the need and distress is so 
very great. Warm thanks to kind friends through 
whose instrumentality the wide-spread suffering is 
being, in some degree at least, alleviated. 

“ Hundreds of refugees, who, reduced to despera- 
tion, have left their rural homes, are receiving help 
‘here in Bitlis city. Many touching letters are con- 
stantly reaching us from the provinces and out- 
lying districts, begging for means to prevent their 
families and neighbours from starving. To these 
also, so far as possible, and after careful investiga- 
tion, help is being forwarded. 

“ The winter has been milder than usual, a great 
blessing for the poor, who have little or no fuel. 
Heavy rains, however, are doing considerable 
damage to buildings already shattered by the 
earthquakes. A house very near us fell a few days 
ago, causing instant death to a young man and a 
child, while a woman dug out from the debris 
remains in a suffering and very critical condition. 

“I wish also to add that an efficient and trust- 
worthy man, with an assistant, is employed as 
distributer ; he has been engaged in relief work 
before, and his sérvices are in every way satisfac- 
tory. Careful lists of the persons receiving aid are 


“ Sister Charlotte and I have been privileged to 
labour in this part of the great vineyard for alrmosi 
forty years. We have seen many changes, some 
trials, but seach to cheer us. The part of missionary 
work not congenial to us is to represent pecuniary 
needs. This at present we feel compelled to do.

The Moravian Text Book. 


“The Moravian Church considers it a great favour 
received from the Lord that by the yearly issue of this 
book it may contribute in ever so small a degree to the 
fulfilment of the Saviours prayer, ‘that they all may be 
one.” May all who use the book this year find it a 
source of daily strengthening and a bond of peace and of 
union 

These are the closing words of the preface to a little 
book issued by the Moravian [ublication Office (32, 
Fetter Lane, London, E.C.), and bearing this title, 
“The Moravian Text Book, being the Scripture Watch. 
words and Doctrinal Texts of the Brethren’s Charch for 
the year 1908. 178th year of issue.” 

The character and aim of this book is so thoroughly in 
the spirit of the Alliance that a brief sketch of its 
history will be welcome im the pages of EVANGELICAL 
CHRISTENDOM. 

From its very commencement in Bohemia, 450_years 
ago, the International Church of the United Brethren 
(‘* Moravians”) bas considered itself a member of the 
universal Church of which Christ is the Head. In 
particular, ever since its leaders in Bohemia and Moravia 
sought fellowship with Luther and the Swiss reformers, 
it has felt and acted asa part of the Protestant Charch, 
whose standard of doctrine is the Holy Scriptures. 

Among its endeavours to serve a much wider circle 
than its own membership in the various countries where 
it has been planted, and to promote unity among 
Christians, is the publication of an annual Text Bouk. 
Stamped out of Bohemia and Moravia in 1622 by 
relentless persecution, this: Church was renewed a 
hundred years later at Herrnhut in Saxony. The 
nucleus of the renewed unity of the Brethren consisted of 
emigrants for the sake of freedom of cunscience and of 
worship. These settled, from 1722 onward, on the 
estates of Count Zinzendorf, who not only received them 
with a noble Christian love, but became their leader in 
an earnest and active Christian life, especially after that 
remarkable outpouring of the Holy Spirit, which in 1727 
welded them together into a true unity for God's purposes 
with them. 

Soon after this experience the members of the con. 
gregation.at Herrnbut felt the need of having, day by 
day, a short word of Holy Scripture as a guide to their 
meditations and prayers and an impulse to their 
Christian activities. The Count undertook to select 
suitable texts or verses of hymns, and at first these were 
announced in the daily evening services as the parole or 
watchword (in German, ) for the following day. 


In the year 1731, however, Zinzendorf selected texts 
for the whole following year, and had them printed. 
- Little did he realize how the provitience of God was thus 
preparing for the widening activities of 1732. For 
on August 20st the two first Moravian missionaries, 
Leonhard Dober and David Nitschmann, lef Hermbut 


Count Zinzendorf continued to choose these daily 
watchwords for each year in advance until hi« death in 
1760, and from 1740 on, a text from the Old Testament 
and one from the New Testament for every day. One of 
his last labours was the selection for the year 1761. 
After his decease the duty devolved on the Governing 
Board of the Church, where it still rests. 

Vear by year the selection of the Old Testament texts 
takes place in a session of the Board at Bertheladorf, near 
Herrnhut. This is opened by prayer, and then the daily 
words are drawn from « very sumerous collection of 
more than 2,000 short portions, ranging from Genesis to 
Malachi. The numbers drawn are then put aside, and 
do not again mingle with the rest until the third year's 
drawing is taken in hand. This ensures variety. 

The doctrinal texts from the New Testament are 
subsequently added. These are chosen in one year from 
the Gospels. the Acts, and the Kevelation, in the next 
year from the Epistles, and in the third year from all the 
books of the New Testament. Thus almost every 
passage of Holy Writ, profitable for doctrine, for instruc. 
tion in righteousness, for consolation, encouragement, 
and praise, is, in time, introduced, whilst those which 
deal with the essentials of the Christian faith occur most 


To these are added in éach case a few lines of a hymn, — 


intended to aid a right understanding of the text, or to 
suggest the application of its truth to the heart of. the 
reader. 

The whole book, thus compiled, must be complete in 
German in good time to be forwarded, not only to the 


l over the Continent of Europe, in England, and the 


«widely scattered congregations of the Moravian Church 


ited States, but also to the distant missics stations. 


of the latter are only approachable in summer, 
being cut o& by snow and ice from communication with 
the-outer for a good part of the year. 

At present 120,000 Text Books (Losungen) are printed 
in German, bpt several thousand copies are also issued in 
French and in Danish, as weli as in English for use in 
Great Britain, the United States, and the Engiish-speaking 
missions of the Moravian Church.

Bat Albert Hall 
and the Queen's Hall have been filled to overflowing by 
the larger Societies, while other agencies who have 
sought refuge in the King's Hall, the Church House, 
Westminster, or Caxton Hall, have been encouraged 
by anusual attendances and hearty interest. Neverthe- 
less, the loss of Exeter Hall has been, and is being, 
felt.

The Annual Meeting of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society was a fine gathering, the speakers including the 
Bishop of Dutham and Dr. G. Campbell Morgan. 
Dr. Morgan's address was an impromptu and impassioned 
appeal for deeper Bible s/mdy, recalling the remark once 
made that ‘‘ men praise the Bible, but never read it.” 
Dr. Morgan's reminder was well timed. One of the 
surest antidotes to modern Biblical criticism is found in 
the inculcation of habits of Bible reading and study. 

In a summary of the Annual Report, the Rev. A. 
Taylor stated that the year's issues amounted to 5,688, 000 
copies, of which China was responsible for 1,000,000 
copies, and Japan for 140,000 Copies. 

The B. and F. Bible Society has now translated and 
issued the Word of Life, or some portion of it, in no less 
than 412 different languages. 


The return of summer brings special facilities for the
